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“Of making many books, there is no end.” In adding another to an already large collection of songs for chil- 
dren, it seems right to offer a reason for our action. 

In all the ‘‘Kindergarten songs” which we have heard and examined, (and the list includes all, I think, which 
have been published in England and America,) there is much that is unsatisfactory both in music and words. 

In the presentation of form to the children, care is taken that the solids and planes should be prepared with 
the greatest possible exactness. The children build, outline, and to some extent analyze the geometric forms, ac- 
cording to certain laws. This is done in order that the perceptions which are awakened may later grow into 
clearer concepts, and so help the child in future school and life work. 

The colors which are presented in the first gift are standard colors, and offer a fundamental basis for all fu- 
ture work with color. From the modification and blending of these, should grow a love for and a knowledge of 
the harmonies of color, and of the science on which these harmonies depend. 

In the movement plays we try to help the child to express himself in accordance with known laws which gov- 
ern this form of expression. 

Is it less important that that which comes to the ear, that which helps so much in the ethics and esthetics of 
the kindergarten, should be most carefully and wisely placed before the children? It is said sometimes that music 
is only a matter of feeling, thatit touches only the affectional or emotional side of the being,and that any music which 
‘will awaken a pleasurable sense is all that is necessary for children. Froebel distinctly says that the ‘‘fostering of 
the trinity, mother-love, mother-song, and mother-play,” is the object of his ‘Mutter and Koese Lieder:’ and for 
what? not for present delight alone, but that these may be the means by which the little child is led to ‘clear think- 
ing, right feeling, and noble doing.” Nothing, he says, should be left to chance, but every environment should have 
init a germ of something better, into which the present may lead. 

Surely the effect on the child’s heart and mind, of music and words written in conformity to laws of rhythm, 
cannot be dess helpful, than much of that commonly used, which violates laws of music and language. 

Is it not true that the more we know of music, the more beauty we find in compositions which at first we en- 
joyed only in asensuous way? The music given to little children should always come down to this external plane, 
but it must also have init real help for the development of the true, the beautiful, andthe good. It should lead the 
children farther on in the study and exercise of what is best in this direction. 

As in the first gift, there should be in all of our songs a unity, a simplicity, a sympathetic element, which, 
while satisfying the fickleness of child nature, will point steadily and surely to higher ideals. The teacher can hardly 
have too large a store from which to choose that which is best suited to the needs of each and all. I cannot think 
that those melodies which have often been selected for their ‘‘taking” character only, are always harmless in their 
effect. May it not be thatthe standard of the music-loving public, is to-day at a lower stand-point, because of its in- 
dulgence and exercise in what we have been accustomed to call ‘pretty tunes’ but which have really no merit. We 
must know more, then we shall choose better; the teacher may not herself urge the plea of not knowing about 
these matters. People of good musical knowledge and taste are always ready to help us in the selection of our 
music. 

Herbert Spencer says that atthe time of the unfolding of any faculty it is most keenly active, and that it cannot 
in its weak state resist external impressions, but that its first throbbings become less and less sensitive as the action 
becomes more and more habitual, and that the first impressions finally give a lasting coloring to the concept. 
How important, then, the first music of children becomes to them, and that in this, asin all else, we should draw 
from pure sources, and that song makers should do their work wisely. Would any mother willingly put into her 


little childs lips, the music of the song of a reeling drunken woman, taken from Giroflé-Girofla? Or, on the other

hand, has one a right to take a melody from Schumann, and so ‘‘arrange” it that the tempo is changed from A to 


4 thus turning a most charming song into something which is in every way common place? Has any onea right 


in “‘arranging,” to interpolate whole phrases not in the original, and to “simplify” by leaving out the choicest 
bits of melody andharmony? If the music, as it stands, is too difficult, for children, we can leave it: there is much 
that we can use without so garbling these master-pieces, that if ever the child comes to hear them in their original 

setting, he will have to unlearn much in order to recognize the music atall. Such arrangments were probably made, 
because people felt the need of something which was not at hand. The Carl Reinecke and Elliott music, however, 
shows that children’s music of the right sort can be found, and the plea of ignorance can not be used much longer. 
The practice of which we have been speaking, is also condemned most severely by all good musicians, for the reasons 
given above. 


. 


Aside from the right melodies we have a right to demand for our children a good accompaniment. Although 
this may effect the child only in a sub-conscious way, (and indeed it is a very good plan to have the children sing 
often withoutany instrument) still the vague sense-impressions that remain, which each time are almost as new ones, 
should be on the side of musical science. I believe that ina kindergarten, the cases are rare, where a child notices the 
accompaniment, and yet, little by little,the ear is being well or badly trained. Often, before we are aware of it, the 
children are themselves trying to reproduce on the piano the same meager chords which were first doled out to them. ' 
By just this kind of exercise and unconscious effort, is their power to apprehend what is really good, diminished. 
Something must also be said in behalf of good versification for children. Who has ever presented purer and 
more childlike thoughts to the children, than Froebel? There is the very essence of poetry in almost every picture 
that is called before them. How often, alas! is this lost in the translation. Perhaps the spirit remains; if it were 
not so there could hardly be kindergartens; but the difficulties have been great in the way of our translators, 
and in order to keep the spirit, the germ of life, the external form has been tortured out of rhythm and reason. 
Thins of publishing and sending out in the name of the kindergarten, a stanza like this: 


“The organ man appears, 
And grinds his melodies 
Tt moves a man to tears 
If he not rather flies.” 
Or the meter of this: 
«We'll join our hands, and in a circle sing, 
With happy voices for the spring, 
We'll shade our heads from the falling rain, 

And carefully seed the earth again.” 


Our books are full of errors like this. We claim to prepare a foundation for future school work, and yet 
repeatedly vitiate the child’s sense of rhythm, which in the beginning is strong,(witness their enjoyment of ‘‘Mother 
Goose,”’) with bad measure like this. There is great need of cultivating asenseof rhythm, for init rests the delight of 
all that is artistic in movement, and in poetry as well as in its especial domain, music. 

Again we need more simple, child-like idioms, in our little verses. It is true that the song is generally pre- 
ceded by a conversation which makes the thought clear to the children, but after this, the words themselves 
should recall the thought. Do they always do it, evenif the child so wills? Whatideas can a little child of six years 
or under, get from lines like this, in the song of ‘“The Garden Gate?” 

“The downy and perfume breathing, 
The stately and vine are wreathing, 
The buds in the cups unfolded 
In pairs, or singly folded.” 

So very often we find the idioms too old, too unchildlike, and the result is that the ear only catches an empty 
sound, the lips repeat it, and yet no thought has been stimulated. Surely if there wre words, that is their office. 
But children grasp eagerly at any thing which has before recalled a mental picture,* and we hear of such blunders 

si , ’s song: “With a nice little owl (aw 
as these: in the cobbler’s song: gb oe ahha z eligi 1) 
In another case, a child sang 
“Pretty Poll with bloomitch (plumage) gay.” 
Again: “One of us disappears, you shall tell who itis, | ; ; 
And shall hardly be cheert (heartily be cheered) if your guess is not amiss.” 

It is just because children are so apt to misconstrue language that we ask that the difficulties (and they are dif. 
4culties in the child’s mind) shall be reduced to the minimum; that the language shall be childlike as well as good, 
that the metre be so arranged that we can ‘scan’ it, and that the accent in word and music shall not be at variance. 


*A little child whose cousin Amy was dear to her, and who spoke of her always as cousin ‘Lamy,’ once asked the writer if 
this one was any relation to the Lamy in her prayer “Now 1 lay me down to sleep.” 


How a child should sing is as important as what he should sing. First of all, the physical conditions for pro- 
ducing a pure tone must be met. An erect easy position is necessary, with muscles about the jaw and throat re 
laxed. The movements which the child makes, representing the flying of birds and butterflies, the motion of the, 
blacksmith, reaper, etc., are all incompatible with a correct use of the vocal organs, and should be left to the mem - 
bers of the play circle who are standing quietly and easily. The muscles of the limbs, or of any part of the body, calt 
hardly be energized sufficiently by young children, for the right action, without danger of a sympathetic tension on 
the part of the vocal organs. This at once has a tendency to make the tones bad. Our well known leader, Wm. L, 
Tomlins, whose acknowledged success in the training of children’s voices has a national reputation, says that to 
produce good tones, five things are necessary. 


1. A soft voice. 

2. A high voice. 

3. A smiling face. 

4, Throat expansion. 
5. A long slow breath, 


Of course no kindergartner expects to deprive the children of their play in order to drill them in these matters. 
But was there ever a place so advantageous as the kindergarten for exercising children unconsciously in these re- 
quisites? The very freedom and playfulness and joy of its atmosphere give us at once conditions, which, else- 
where, teachers work hard to create. 


The voice of alittle child isalmost always high, higher at least than many of our song writers seem to acknowl. 
edge. . Their clothing in no way impedes the breathing apparatus, and they easily learn to breathe well. The soft 
voice is not always insisted upon; often the teacher herself sets a badexample in thisrespect. An appeal to the sym- 
pathies, * (and how full of these our songs are) will have a tendency to make the voice more musical; and so, too, 
we have the most delightful opportunities to arouse .ve child’s feeling for what is strong and heroic, and these feel. 
ings also he will delight in expressing through the voice, as he grows older. 


More absolute correctness of tone might be gained, than we are accustomed to demand in the kindergarten, 
The result to the child, of an attempt to sing difficult intervals, striking each time only some where near the right one, 
is very unlike the effect produced on him by right singing, under right conditions. It is wonderful to see how 
teachable children become when they once experience something of a good pure quality of tone. 


The intervals, the “‘steps” up and down the scale, are in many of our songs irregular. They are unprepared for 
because unexpected, and consequently badly sung. This careless habit soon becomes a fixed one, and can only be 
broken by hard work on the part of teacher and pupil. 


It may besaidin general, that those melodies which are formed ‘‘degree-wise” i. e., in consecutive steps up o1 
down the scale, or melodies which only offer skips of the harmonics, are far easier for children than any others. 
Having learned to sing these correctly, perhaps something more difficult might be learned, but never at the risk of 
having the child sing out of tune. 


It will be thought perhaps that we are demanding too much for kindergarten music; that it is only one of the 
many forms of expression whereby the child may reach anall-sideddevelopment. This plea is made, not for more, 
but for better music for children. 


I believe this book will prove the reasonableness of all that has been suggested. It does not in any sense claim 
infallibility, but the compiler and writer of the songs has had an extensive musical experience, and has proved over 
and over the entire practicability of giving only good music to very young children, in a way which shall prepare 
them for a greater love and better understanding of its beautiful mysteries when the right time shall come. 

“The characteristic of the true poet and of the true musician as well as of the true philosopher, is his large conscious- 
ness of what is proper to the race in general, and of the varied circumstances which pertain to its expression in the 
individual. All men’s intuitions are alike, however different may be their development into living force under the 
influence of education and self culture.” 


This book is sent out in the hope that it may lead kindergartners and primary teachers to look more carefully 
every where for the right means to develop a right musical feeling in children. 


Many kindergartners in Chicago, feel gratefully the good results of their lessous with Miss Smith, and we hope 
others of our “‘guild” may find the same pleasure which we have had in these songs.
